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For  the  first  time  in  the  English  language,  the 
exact  and  authentic  facts  concerning  Charlotte  de 
Bourbon  are  to  be  disclosed.  The  hitherto  unknown 
life  of  this  exquisite,  mysterious  figure  has  been 
made  the  subject  of  a  historical  novel  of  intense 
dramatic  interest.  The  story  of  Charlotte  who, 
though  a  French  princess  and  the  abbess  of  a  Roman 
convent,  became  the  wife  of  a  Dutch  hero,  has  never 
been  told  as  it  is  here  brought  to  light.  A  visit  to 
Holland  enabled  Mrs.  Mason  to  search  the  original 
documents  and  obtain  the  local  coloring. 
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PROCEEDINGS- 


Kittrell,  N.  C.,  June  12,  1901. 

The  twentieth  annual  session  of  the  North  Carolina  Teach* 
ers’  Association  convened  in  the  chapel  of  Kittrell  College, 
Kittrell,  N.  C.,  June  12,  1901,  at  10  o’clock  a.  m.,  President 
C.  Gr.  O’Kelly  presiding.  Hymn  No.  429  was  sung  and  prayer 
was  olfered  by  Kev.  J.  W.  Robinson,  Elizabeth  City.  28rd 
and  24th  Psalms  were  read  by  Rev.  O.  Faduma,  Troy.  Hymn 
365  was  sung. 

Fitting  remarks  were  happily  make  by  the  President  of 
the  Association.  His  remarks  included  the  educational  pro* 
gress  made  by  our  people.  His  contrast  of  the  present  use 
of  the  Kittrell  College  grounds  with  former  times  was  vivid 
and  clear.  He  advised  concentration  of  effort  by  educators. 

Prof,  John  R.  Hawkins,  President  of  Kittrell  College,  was 
then  introduced  and  spoke  on  behalf  of  the  Institution. 

On  behalf  of  the  Local  Committee  of  the  college  faculty, 
Mr.  Earl  Finch  made  a  magnificent  welcome  address,  extend¬ 
ing  the  courtesy  and  hospitality  of  the  institution  to  the 
teachers  assembled.  The  address  was  thoughtfully  and 
logically  prepared,  well  delivered  and  heartily  received  by 
the  Association, 

The  presentation  of  Miss  L.  R.  Cheeks  to  the  Association 
by  the  President  was  most  happily  and  pleasingly  made.  She 
spoke  on  behalf  of  the  ladies  of  the  College  faculty  and  the 
community.  The  welcome  was  most  fittingly  made  and  cheer¬ 
fully  received  by  the  Association. 

Rev.  Gr.  C.  Shaw,  Oxford,  responded  to  the  welcome  ad¬ 
dresses.  His  address  was  practical  and  far-reaching  in  its 
scope,  evidencing  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  educational 
needs  of  the  people. 
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The  second  responsive  address  was  made  by  Principal  W. 
Gr.  Pearson  of  Durham  Graded  School.  The  name  of  the 
speaker,  with  the  North  Carolina  Teachers’  Association,  is 
synonymous  of  enthusiasm  and  inspiration. 

Sang  hymn  483.  Remarks  were  made  by  the  President 
regarding  the  outlook  of  the  Association. 

The  program  was  adopted. 

The  Association  ordered  a  special  session  for  the  afternoon 
to  be  held  upon  the  arrival  of  Prof.  John  Duckett,  chief 
clerk  in  the  office  of  State  Superintendent  T.  F.  Toon. 

Teachers’  names  were  enrolled. 

Motion  to  adjourn  prevailed. 


WEDNESDAY,  JUNE  12— Special  Session. 

Upon  the  arrival  of  Prof.  John  Duckett,  chief  clerk  in  the 
office  of  State  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction,  the  Asso¬ 
ciation  assembled  in  the  chapel  where  an  address  was  made 
by  Prof.  Duckett  on  “The  Teacher  Outside  the  School- 
Room.” 

He  discussed  these  points:  Conduct,  honesty,  truthfulness, 
neatness,  criticisms  of  ordinary  people  upon  the  teacher, 
showing  off,  boarding  homes,  the  teacher  the  highest  moral 
type,  reading  of  current  literature,  and  the  recognition  of 
pupils. 

The  address  throughout  was  helpful,  practical  and  sug¬ 
gestive  of  good  to  the  teaching  profession.  It  was  entertain¬ 
ingly  delivered  and  appreciatively  received  by  the  Associa¬ 
tion.  At  its  conclusion  suitable  remarks  were  made  by 
President  O’Kelly  and  a  vote  of  thanks  tendered  Prof.  Duck¬ 
ett  for  his  able  and  timely  address. 

AFTERNOON  SESSION. 

The  afternoon  session  was  called  to  order  by  President 
O’Kelly.  The  Association  sang  hymn  310. 

Minutes  of  the  forenoon  session  were  read  and  approved. 
New  teachers  were  enrolled. 

Mr.  C.  H.  Boyer  of  St.  Augustine  School,  Raleigh,  Direc- 


tor  of  the  Department  of  English,  was  introduced.  He  read 
an  excellently  prepared  paper  on  “English  Literature." 

He  also  presented  in  an  up-to-date  manner  his  method  of 
teaching  literature.  He  evidenced  a  thorough  knowledge  of 
the  subject.  The  Association  listened  to  the  Director  with 
profound  interest. 

Miss  Ada  Cl.  Battle  being  absent,  the  President  introduced 
Mr.  G.  W.  Adams  of  Kittrell  College,  who  read  a  paper  on 
“English  Grammar. "  It  was  a  thoughtfully  prepared  paper. 
Evidently  he  is  studious,  careful  and  progressive.  He  direct¬ 
ed  attention  to  the  following  essentials:  The  sound,  the  word, 
the  sentence  and  the  use  of  language. 

The  Association  then  adjourned  to  meet  at  8  p.  m. 


EVEN ING  SESSION. 

Pursuant  to  adjournment  the  Association  convened  at  s 
o'clock,  President  O'Kelly  presiding.  Hymn  592  was  sung, 
and  Dr.  J.  D.  Chavis,  President  of  Bennett  College,  ottered 
the  invocation. 


The  roll  of  teachers  was  called  by  Principal  W.  G.  Pear¬ 


son. 


Minutes  of  the  afternoon  session  were  read  and  adopted. 

An  interesting  communication  from  Prof.  N.  C.  Bruce  of 
Shaw  University  was  read.  The  Association  ordered  that  the 
same  be  spread  upon  the  minutes. 

No.  637  was  joyfully  sung  by  the  Association. 

Dr.  J.  1).  Chavis  acting  in  the  capacity  of  the  President  of 
the  Association,  introduced  President  C.  G.  O'Kelly,  who 
delivered  his  annual  address. 


He  said:  We  belong  to  a  class  of  workers.  The  problem 
which  confronts  the  races  of  this  country  must  he  solved  by 
the  conservative  parties  of  both  races.  A  mutual  under¬ 
standing  is  essential.  *  *  *  There  should  be  a  harmoni¬ 

ous  development  of  the  whole  man — head,  heart,  hand.  Edu¬ 
cation  is  a  unit.  *  *  *  Education  should  produce  a 
rounded  character.  *  *  *  Nothing  can  take  the  place  of 
mental  training. 
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Much  of  the  trouble  over  educational  conditions  that  exists 
is  caused  by  a  misunderstanding  of  the  following  terms: 

Manual  training,  industrial  education  and  higher  educa-

The  Negro  needs  the  devoted  aid  of  his  friends  in  his  strides 
upward.  ” 

The  address  was  a  fair,  able,  plain  and  practical  unfolding 
of  the  subject. 

Rev.  A.  B.  Vincent  was  recognized.  He  commented  fav¬ 
orably  upon  the  address  of  the  President. 

I)r.  J.  O.  Crosby,  Principal  Salisbury  State  Normal  School, 
spoke  on  the  address  also.  He  refutes  the  idea  that  the  Negro 
is  opposed  to  industrial  education. 

A  vote  of  thanks  was  given  the  President  for  his  excellent 
address. 

The  Asseeiation  voted  that  the  address  lx*  referred  to  the 
committee  on  Public  Address. 

Association  adjourned  to  meet  Thursday  morning,  June 
18,  1901,  at  8;  -15. 

THURSDAY,  JUNE  13.— Morning  Session. 

The  North  Carolina  Teachers’  Association  met  at  8:45 
o’clock.  The  devotionals  were  conducted  by  Rev.  G.  C. 
Shaw.  No.  365  was  sung.  Prayer  by  Rev.  C.  Dillard,  Prin¬ 
cipal  of  Goldsboro  Graded  School.  Rev.  Shaw  read  124th 
Psalm.  Second  hymn,  No.  211. 

After  some  discussion  the  minutes  of  the  previous  evening 
session  were  read  and  approved. 

Reference  to  the  evening  session  was  made  by  Rev. 
Vincent.  Dr.  Crosby  offered  a  satisfactory  explanation  of 
the  statement  involved. 

Report  of  Committee  on  Special  Program  was  submitted 
and  adopted. 

"Higher  Mathematics”  was  taught  by  Mr.  C.  H.  Boyer  of 
St.  Augustine  School.  Algebra  was  first  discussed  in  a  very 
able  manner.  The  Association  was  well  pleased  with  his 
method. 
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Principal  C.  Dillard  taught  Primary  Arithmetic.  He  began 
with  the  child  when  it  first  enters  school.  He  said  that  the 
teacher  learns  much  from  the  child. 

I  he  concrete  should  be  first  used  as  a  basis  of  knowledge. 

Arithimetie  is  taught  for  its  usefulness  and  because 
it  develops  the  powers  of  the  mind. 

The  Association  voted  ten  minutes  for  the  discussion  of 
Mathematics  and  ten  minutes  for  the  discussion  of  English. 

Mr,  C.  H.  Boyer  opened  the  discussion  by  asking  a  ques¬ 
tion  which  was  answered  by  Rev,  Dillard,  Dr.  Crosby  af¬ 
firmed  Rev.  Dillard’s  method  of  teaching  fractions.  Princi¬ 
pal  Pearson,  Dr.  Chavis,  Rev.  Vincent,  Rev.  J.  L.  Cook  and 
Mr.  J.  R.  Fleming,  took  part  in  the  discussion. 

The  discussion  on  English  was  ably  and  logically  led  by 
Rev.  A,  B,  Nincent,  Raleigh. 

He  was  pointedly  followed  by  Rev.  O.  Faduma,  who,  like 
Rev.  Vincent,  recommended  the  objective  method,  discarding 
the  too  frequent  use  of  a  text-book.  Teach  children  how  to 
use  the  language  correctly. 

The  President  introduced  Rev.  Vincent,  Director  of  the 
Department  of  Geography,  who  led  in  the  presentation  of 
this  important  subject.  His  lecture  was  practical,  pedagogical, 
able,  interesting  and  scholarly.  He  told  the  Association  how 
the.  subject  should  be  taught. 

The  Director  introduced  his  first  associate,  Principal  W, 
G.  Pearson,  who  taught  the  subject  in  a  very  interesting, 
plain  and  helpful  manner. 

He  gave  his  method  of  teaching  the  contour  of  a  country. 
Also,  he  presented  and  explained  a  map  which  was  drawn  by 
children  in  his  school.  He  made  the  subject  exceedingly 
lively,  vivid  and  clear. 

Director  Vincent  presented  Mrs.  M.  AV.  Gordon  of  the 
Kittrell  College  faculty,  his  second  associate,  who  read  a 
carefully  prepared  paper  to  which  the  association  gave  una¬ 
bated  attention. 

The  objective  method  was  recommended.  Mrs.  Gordon 
graphically  covered  the  entire  field  of  Primary  Geography. 


Not  only  did  she  evince  her  ability  ns  a  capable  instructor  hut 
showed  that  the  subject  had  been  studied. 

The  discussion  was  directed  by  Rev.  Vincent,  Questions- 
were  asked  by  Messrs,  C.  A,  Whitehead,  J,  K,  Fleming  and 
and  Principal  II.  L.  Hagans.  Dr,  N.  F,  Roberts  discussed 
the  subject  from  a  practital  point  of  view.  ‘"Mathematical 
Geography,”  said  he,  ‘"should  not  be  taught  in  Primary 
grades.”  He  recommended  descriptive  geography  early. 

Rev,  C.  Dillard  recommends  the  early  and  full  use  of  the 
globe. 

It  proved  to  be  one  of  the  most  interesting  subjects  yet 
discussed. 

Pres.  J.  R,  Hawkins  informed  the  President  that  three 
hundred  or  more  citizens  of  the  community  were  arriving 
upon  the  college  grounds,  where  during'  the  afternoon  they 
would  hold  a  ‘"Workers’  Conference.” 

The  Association  temporarily  adjourned  to  congregate  upon 
the  front  porch,  and,  as  a  Committee  of  the  whole,  receive 
the  waiting  citizens.

The  Conference  assembled  in  the  college  chapel  at  1 2; 3<  i 

i\  3i. 

The  President  presented  Pres.  J,  R.  Hawkins  who  made 
appropriate  announcements.  On  behalf  of  the  citizens  he 
cordially  invited  the  Association  to  attend  the  Conference 
and  dine  on  the  grounds  with  its  members. 

In  fitting  words  President  O'Kelly,  on  behalf  of  the  Asso¬ 
ciation,  accepted  the  dual  invitation. 

Conference  then  took  recess  for  dinner, 

AFTERNOON  SESSK  >N , 

Conference  re-assembled  at  8  o’clock.  Sang  No.  To,  Gos¬ 
pel  Hymns. 

In  remarks  well  timed,  President  O’Kelly  turned  over  the 
entire  meeting  to  Pres.  J,  R.  Hawkins,  Chairman  of  the 
Local  Committee,  who  in  words  of  earnestness  represented 
tin1  vast  number  of  citizens  present. 
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During  his  remarks  the  following  facts  were  elicited:  That 
of  the  farmers  present  47  owned  homes;  54  owned  horses;  70 
owned  cows;  106  owned  pigs;  120  owned  chickens;  127  culti¬ 
vated  cotton;  37  cultivated  tobacco;  47  cultivated  wheat;  99 
cultivated  5  or  more  acres  in  corn;  there  were  10  families  of 
10  or  more  children  each;  30  families  of  between  5  and  10 
each;  18  families  of  between  3  and  5  each;  25  families  of  1 
child  each;  80  parents  who  had  sent  children  to  school  during 
the  current  year;  2  were  masons;  7  carpenters. 

At  the  conclusion  of  his  brilliant  address,  Pres.  Hawkins 
introduced  Mr.  C.  W.  Rainey  of  Kittrell,  who  spoke  encour¬ 
agingly  of  the  progress  of  the  Negro  race.  He  referred  to 
the  lamented  Dr.  J.  C.  Price  and  also  to  Pres.  B.  T.  Wash¬ 
ington. 

Mr.  C.  L.  Blackmail  was  next  presented  and  spoke  words 
of  cheer. 

These  spoke  also:  Messrs.  John  Young,  George  Day, 
Charles  Brandon,  Nathan  Pair,  W.  W.  Alston.  Mr.  Branch 
advocated  higher  education  for  the  Negro.  Mr.  Aaron  Smith 
favors  good  manners  and  good  education. 

Workers’  Conference  was  organized  with  Mr.  J.  R.  Haw¬ 
kins,  President,  and  Mr.  J.  H.  Thorpe,  Secretary. 

In  fitting  remarks  the  President  presented  Dr.  Chavis  who 
addressed  the  Conference  and  the  Association.  His  address 
was  enthusiastic,  lively  and  timely.  Eminently  conceived 
and  forcibly  delivered,  it  met  the  approval  of  all. 

After  a  very  enthusiastic  session  the  Conference  at  4:30 
adjourned. 

EVENING  SESSION. 


The  Association  was  called  to  order  in  the  college  chapel 
at  the  scheduled  hour  by  President  C.  G.  O'Kelly. 

Gospel  Hymn  No.  544  was  sung.  Divine  blessing  was 
invoked  by  Rev.  Taylor.  Hymn  No.  467  was  sung. 

Minutes  of  the  forenoon  session  were  read  and  approved. 

Principal  II.  E.  Hagans,  Goldsboro  State  Normal  School, 
Director  of  the  Department  of  History,  was  presented  to  the 
Association  by  the  President. 
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Principal  Hagans  calmly  and  logically  explained  quite  a 
number  of  valuable  historical  facts.  He  showed  that  an  event 
is  not  necessarily  important  because  it  took  place  in  any  par¬ 
ticular  year:  the  introduction  of  slavery  is  as  important  if 
confined  to  1619  as  to  1620.  Likewise  other  dates.  He  ad¬ 
vised  that  only  important  dates  be  carefully  studied.  Geog¬ 
raphy  and  history  should  be  correlated. 


His  discussion  of  this  important  subject  was  practical,  plain, 
suggestive  and  evinced  his  ability  as  a  teacher. 

Principal  J.  H.  Branch,  Washington  Graded  School,  Ral¬ 
eigh,  was  introduced  and  read  an  excellently  prepared  paper. 
His  discussion  embraced  the  following  heads: 

1.  Continuity  of  History. 

2.  Topical  Method. 

8.  Research  Method. 

4.  Geography  Method. 

He  had  evidently  studied  the  subject  thoroughly.  The 
Association  was  well  pleased.  The  Department  of  History 
had  an  able  representative. 


Director  Hagans  presented  Dr.  J.  O.  Crosby,  who  contin¬ 
ued  the  subject  of  history  in  a  very  interesting  and  scholarly 
manner. 


Hymn  609  was  sung. 


President  James  B.  Dudley,  A.  and  M.  College,  Greens¬ 
boro,  addressed  the  Association  on  “Agriculture  in  our  Com¬ 
mon  Schools.” 

He  treated  the  following  topics: 

1.  Should  Agriculture  be  taught  in  our  common  schools? 

2.  How  should  it  be  taught  in  our  schools? 

3.  What  benefits  may  we  expect  from  such  teachings? 

He  emphasized  the  fact  that  agriculture  is  the  foundation 
of  all  enterprises. 

It  was  an  excellent  paper,  learnedly  prepared  and  elo¬ 


quently  read. 

Rev.  O.  Faduma  of  Troy  read  a  paper  on  “The  American 
Negro,”  the  title  of  a  book  written  by  William  H.  Thomas. 
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He  condemned  the  book  in  a  fair,  impartial  and  unprejudiced 
manner. 

Association  adjourned  to  meet  the  following  morning  at 
8:45  o’clock. 


FRIDAY,  JUNE  14r — Morning  Session. 

At  8:45  o’clock  the  North  Carolina  Teachers’  Association 
was  called  to  order  in  the  College  Chapel  by  President  C.  G. 
O’Kelly,  Hymn  579  was  sung.  Devotional  exercises  were 
conducted  by  Rev.  G.  LX  Griffin,  Mumford,  who  read  23rd 
and  24th  Psalms. 


The  Association  sang  No.  592. 

Minutes  of  the  previous  evening  session  were  read  and 
approved  with  the  understanding  that  the  part  referring  to 
Rev.  O.  Faduma’s  paper  be  again  considered. 

Roll  of  members  was  called  and  new  members  enrolled. 


The  following  special  committee  was  appointed  to  revise 
that  part  of  the  previous  evening’s  minutes  touching  Rev. 
Faduma’s  paper:  J.  D,  Chavis,  J.  R.  Hawkins,  J.  B.  Dudley, 
C.  Dillard,  F.  M.  Kennedy,  C.  H.  Boyer  and  O.  Faduma. 

“Phonic  Method”  was  taught  by  Miss  T.  M.  Nichols,  First 
Primary  Teacher,  Washington  Graded  School,  Raleigh.  She 
conducted  an  interesting  recitation.  Her  class  was  composed 
of  two  little  girls  whom  she  had  taught  in  her  school.  The 
work  was  skilfully  done.  Her  tact  and  patience  place  her 
among  the  best  primary  teachers. 

Miss  Sadie  A.  Fitzgerald  of  Durham,  read  a  4 'Paper  on 
Reading,”  which  from  beginning  to  end,  was  replete  with 
interest  and  thought. 

A  motion  prevailed  that  Prof.  C.  N.  Williams  precede  Rev. 
J.  L.  Cook,  Director  of  the  Department  of  School  Manage¬ 
ment. 

Mr.  Williams’  subject  was  "The  Deaf.”  lie  first  gave  an 
historical  description  of  the  work  of  the  deaf,  dumb  and 
blind.  He  said  the  method  used  in  the  Raleigh  Deaf  and 
Dumb  School  is  the  “  Combined  Method.”  Objects  are  free¬ 
ly  used.  All  were  pleased  with  his  paper. 
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Principal  Williams  next  presented  to  the  Association  Mrs- 
Williams,  who  enchanted  the  Association  by  her  grace  of 
manner  and  rare  accomplishments. 

The  Association  extended  a  vote  of  thanks  to  Prof,  and 
Mrs.  <A  N,  Williams. 

Rev.  J,  L>  Cook,  President  of  Henderson  Normal  and  In¬ 
dustrial  College,  Henderson,  Director  of  the  Department  of 
School  Management,  was  introduced  to  the  Association  by 
the  President,.  After  making  some  timely  remarks  and  call¬ 
ing  attention  to  some  printed  '‘queries"  and  "suggestions1 
on  the  subject,  he  presented  Principal  T.  S.  Inborden  who 
read  a  paper  on  "Self-Control  vs.  Corporal  Punishment. 

It  was  a  good  paper,  practical  and  helpful,  embracing  per¬ 
sonal  experiences  gathered  from  the  school-room.  Ail  who* 
heard  it  were  bene  fitted. 

The  time  limit  having  been  reached  a  motion  obtained  to 
extend  the  time  thirty  minutes. 

Dr.  Chavis  began  the  general  discussion  by  asking  Princi¬ 
pal  Inborden  a  question.  The  discussion  was  continued  by 
Rev.  Dillard,  Pincipals  Pearson  and  Eppes,  Messrs.  M  right 
and  Boyer,  Miss  C.  B,  Person,  Dr.  Roberts,  President  Dud¬ 
ley  and  Dr.  Crosby.  The  Association  was  both  entertained 
and  helped  by  the  personal  experiences  related. 

Director  Cook  closed  the  discussion  with  sound  words  well 
chosen. 

Motion  to  adjourn  prevailed. 


AFTERNOON  SESSION, 

The  afternoon  session  began  with  music. 

A  paper  on  "  Industrial  Education”  was  read  by  Mr.  J.  A. 
Lankford,  Head  of  Industrial  Department,  Shaw  University. 
He  presented  facts  that  required  considerable  research, 
thought  and  study. 

Rev.  Shaw  and  Dr.  Chavis  do  not  agree  with  all  the  state¬ 
ments  set  forth  by  Mr.  Lankford.  Dr.  Chavis  does  not 
believe  that  every  man  should  have  a  first  class  trade. 
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Rev.  J.  L.  Cook  does  not  believe  that  industrial  institutions 
turn  out  skilled  mechanics.  Few  schools  do  what  they  prom¬ 
ise. 

President  Dudley  of  A.  and  M.  College  made  the  observa¬ 
tion  that  mental  and  manual  development  should  go  hand  in 
hand.  He  believes  that  the  masses  should  have  industrial 
education. 


Principal  Eppes  said  that  the  white  man  is  as  much  inter¬ 
ested  in  the  industrial  education  of  the  white  people  of  he  is 
in  that  of  the  Negro. 

Principal  W.  Cf.  Pearson  is  a  strong  advocate  of  industrial 
education,  but  not  at  the  expense  of  intellectual  development. 
His  speech  was  wrell  received. 

Prof.  Kennedy  compared  the  educational  and  material  pro¬ 
gress  made  in  Massachusetts  with  that  made  in  North  Caro¬ 
lina.  The  former  far  surpasses  the  latter.  Massachusetts 
began  with  a  college.  What  is  good  for  Massachusetts  is 
good  for  North  Carolina.  What  is  good  for  one  race  is  good 
for  another. 

Dr.  Roberts  advocates  higher  training  along  with  indus¬ 
trial  training.  He  said  those  boys  in  the  Industrial  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Shaw  University  who  have  the  highest  intellectual 
training  make  best  progress  in  the  industrial  pursuits.  Let 
every  individual  follow  his  bent  of  mind  from  the  ' "nine¬ 
teenth  son  of  a  Vance  county  farmer”  to  the  son  of  the  most 
intellectual  farmer. 

The  subject,  ""Agriculture  in  our  Common  Schools”  was 
taken  up  at  I  o’clock. 

President  Dudley  led  the  discussion.  Rev.  Shaw  asked 
Mr.  Dudley  if  agriculture  could  be  taught  in  all  our  schools. 

Messrs.  Pearson  and  Kennedy  spoke  pointedly  on  the  sub¬ 
ject.  Dr.  Chavis  thinks  it  would  be  well  for  all  teach¬ 
ers  to  study  agriculture  in  order  that  they  may  teach,  at  least, 
the  theory  in  our  schools. 

At  4:25  ""School  Management”  was  resumed.  Attention 
was  first  called  to  the  fourth  query,  which  was  thoughtfully 
answered  by  Rev.  O.  Faduma.  He  maintains  that  corporal 
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punishment  is  better  than  expulsion.  He  said  that  he  had 
never  expelled  a  student. 

Query  No.  1  was  answered  by  Dr.  Crosby  who  recommends 
mild  measures  in  disciplining'  pupils.  Win  the  parents  and 
success  is  certain.  The  teacher  must  have  patience.  He 
spoke  from  experience. 

Mr.  Wright  discredits  the  use  of  “taffy.”  He  thinks  the 
teacher  should  be  firm,  positive  and  mild  with  pupils  as  well 
as  with  other  persons. 

Number  3  was  answered  by  President  Dudley.  He  said 
the  teacher  should  be  “monarch  of  all  he  surveys.”  Pupils 
must  regard  the  teacher. 

Principal  W.  G.  Pearson  explained  No.  5. 

The  Association  adjourned  at  5  o’clock.

We  pray  that  the  Father  of  all  Good  may  continue  to  bless 
you  and  that  your  beautiful  lives  both  in  your  home  and  out 
of  it,  may  serve  as  an  inspiration  to  others* — a  worthy  pattern 
for  emulation. 

It  is  our  earnest  desire  that  you  will  convey  this  expression 
of  our  appreciation  to  the  members  of  the  faculty  of  Kittrell 
College  and  friends,  both  on  the  grounds  and  in  the  com¬ 
munity  of  whatever  race  or  condition  in  life*— one  and  all  who 
have  in  any  way  contributed  to  our  comfort  and  pleasure. 

Again  for  all  that  you  have  done  for  us,  for  all  that  was  in 
your  mind  to  do,  and  even  that  which  your  magnanimous 
souls  would  have  done  for  us — we  thank  you.

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ADDRESS  TO  THE  PUBLIC. 


We  are  happy  to  know  that  the  Negro  is  progressing  along 
moral,  intellectual  and  material  lines,  and  that  the  struggles 
which  are  indispensable  to  healthy  growth  have  not  crushed 
him.  We  are  aware  of  the  fact  that  in  the  struggles  of  our 
modern  civilization  and  of  all  life,  only  the  fittest  survive. 
It  is  one  of  the  blessings  of  the  highest  and  best  civilization 
not  only  to  encourage  the  best  to  survive,  but  to  help  the 
weakest  to  struggle  successfully  so  as  to  become  the  fittest. 
We  beg  to  call  attention  to  the  following  suggestions: 


1.  That  all  true  progress  must  have  a  moral  basis.  The 
future  of  the  Negro  is  insured  if  this  basis  is  his.  It  behooves 
every  member  of  the  race  to  cultivate  both  by  precept  and 
example  every  moral  quality,  especially  honesty,  purity  in 
thought  and  deed,  and  temperance  in  all  things. 

: 2 .  That  the  material  interests  of  the  race  require  the  prac¬ 
tice  of  thrift,  of  getting  all  that  is  possible  and  right,  saving 
all  that  is  possible,  and  observing  simplicity  in  all  things. 


3.  That  as  an  intelligent  government  necessitates  an  intelli¬ 
gent  citizenship,  it  is  obligatory  upon  all  lovers  of  the  race 
to  make  every  sacrifice  possible  for  the  education  of  the 
young;  and  that  teachers  and  people  co-operate  to  raise  the 
standard  of  our  education,  and  encourage  one  another  in 
every  good  effort  to  increase  the  intelligence  of  the  race. 


In  view  of  the  general  interest  taken  in  the  industrial  and 
the  higher  education  of  the  Negro,  we  place  ourselves  on 
record  as  Teachers  of  the  North  Carolina  Association  as  fol¬ 
lows: 


1.  That  there  is  no  antagonism  between  the  industrial  and 
the  higher  education  of  the  Negro,  but  that  their  proper  rela¬ 
tion  is  and  should  be  one  of  helpfulness. 

2.  That  an  industrial  education  which  has  not  some  element 


of  the  higher  training  as  a  basis,  is  a  degradation  of  labor  and 


encourages  a  return  to  slave-labor. 

3.  That  the  higher  training  which  does  not  ennoble  the 
industrial  is  useless  to  the  citizen. 
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4.  That  natural  fitness  should  determine  what  a  man  should 
he.  and  that  the  best  education  should  be  offered  to  every 
man  in  order  to  give  him  an  opportunity  to  make  the  best  of 
himself.  Through  the  process  of  natural  selection  the  very 
best  will  survive. 

5.  That  the  cry  against  the  higher  education  of  the  Negro 
is  unnecessary,  mischievous,  and  misleading,  inasmuch  as  only 
the  few  are  able  to  obtain  it. 

b.  That  in  order  to  obtain  a  strong  leadership  in  the  race— 
an  indispensable  factor  in  race  development-— encouragement 
should  be  given  to  the  few  who  are  able  to  take  the  higher 
training. 

7.  That  since  the  mass  of  the  people  must  depend  on  indus¬ 
trial  pursuits  for  their  living,  it  is  necessary  that  encourage¬ 
ment  be  given  them  towards  the  intelligent  pursuit  of  indus¬ 
trial  labor.  .
